EDITORIAL. 

The  present  conflict  has  affected  organised  numismatics  in  Australia 
to  a considerable  degree.  The  Association  of  Australian  Numismatists  had 
only  just  been  founded  when  War  broke  upon  us,  and  consequently  our 
growth  and  work  have  suffered.  The  Executive  Council  in  considering  the 
present  position  of  the  Association  has  made  certain  decisions  which  will 
be  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  number.  Here,  all  it  is  necessary  to  state  is 
that  it  has  been  agreed  that  “The  Australian  Numismatist”  suspends 
publication  until  after  the  war.  At  the  re-opening  of  the  Association  it  is 
hoped  that  an  enlarged  * 1 Victory 7 7 issue  will  be  published,  and  among  the 
items  it  might  contain  are  a general  report  on  the  Association  from  its 
foundation;  financial  statements;  list  of  members;  revised  rules;  and  if 
possible,  some  article  upon  a specimen  of  Australiana.  The  continued 
support  of  members  is  earnestly  desired,  and  new  members  are  essential 
for  the  future  of  the  Association  if  we  are  to  carry  out  our  aims.  Co-opera- 
tion in  working  for  the  re-opening  of  the  Association  might  well  be  made 
the  objective  of  all  members  and  prospective  members.  On  behalf  of 
former  Editors,  I have  to  thank  those  of  the  Association  who  have  assisted 
in  the  production  of  such  numbers  of  our  Journal  issued  to  date.

Upon  the  declaration  of  Peace,  nominations  will  be  due  for  -the 
Executive  Council.  Nomination  papers  will  be  sent  out  and  elections 
held.  The  post-war  management  of  the  Association  will  return  to  that  of 
an  elective  Executive  Council. 

The  Association  of  Australian  Numismatists  is  a national  organization 
Federally  controlled.  Your  support  will  be  appreciated. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  DURATION. 

(Decisions  of  the  Executive  Council  of  1942-43). 

The  chief  decision  is  that  the  Association  will  go  into  a partial  recess 
for  the  duration  of  the  War,  and  will  be  re-opened  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  declaration  of  Peace.  To  effect  this,  certain  Rules  have  had  to  be  sus- 
pended or  modified.  The  decisions  are  that  Rules  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  10,  11, 
16,  17,  18  and  19  remain  unaltered.  The  changes  axe  that  (1)  the  fees  are 
altered  to  that  of  a Retention  of  Membership  Fee  of  One  Shilling  per 
annum  for  members,  and  that  new  members  be  admitted  at  One  Shilling 
Entrance  Fee,  plus  Retention  Fee;  (2)  the  issuing  of  Membership  Cards 
be  suspended;  (3)  the  Election  of  Officers  be  suspended,  and  that  the 
governing  body  of  the  Association  be  nominated  by  the  retiring  Council, 
and  accepted  by  the  members;  (4)  that  certain  Committees  be  appointed; 
and  (5)  the  issuing  of  the  Journal  be  suspended.  Accounts  will  be  for- 
warded out  to  members,  and  the  financial  support  of  members  is  desired 
in  order  to  build  up  reserve  funds  for  the  re-opening;  donations  towards 
the  work  will  be  welcomed,  and  the  support  of  all  numismatists,  collectors, 
and  persons  interested  solicited.  Members  are  asked  to  support  the  exist- 
ing societies,  and  to  work  for  the  re-opening  of  those  in  recess,  or  for  the 
establishment  of  new  ones.

Although  late  in  the  day,  congratulations  are  extended  to  officers  and 
new  members  of  our  Corporate  Members;  and  to  Mr.  J.  Hunt  Deacon  on 
being  elected  (courtesy)  Associate  Member  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Numis- 
matic Society  (U.S.A.). 

OBITUARY. 

The  death  occurred  on  Nevember  7, 1942,  of  Dr.  George  Henry  Abbott, 
of  Sydney,  New  South  Wales.  Dr.  Abbott  was  seventy-five  years  of  age, 
and  had,  at  various  times,  held  many  important  positions.  In  1908-9  he 
was  President  of  the  New  South  Wales  branch  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  and  later  President  of  the  Australasian  Medical  Congress. 
He  was  a foundation  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Australian  College  of  Surgeons, 
and  President  of  the  Royal  Historical  Society.  He  was  a deep  student 
of  numismatic  science,  and  from  1916-20,  and  from  1921  to  his  death  was 
President  of  The  Australian  Numismatic  Society.  Dr.  Abbott  was  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  foremost  numismatists  in  Australia,  and  an  Honorary 
Membership  had  been  conferred  upon  him  by  The  Numismatic  Society  of 
South  Australia.

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  OF 
SOUTH  AUSTRALIA  (continued). 

HONORARY  LIFE  MEMBERS  (continued) : 

Canon  Thomas  Hugh  Frewin,  M.A.,  was  born  in  1871.  He  was  educated 
at  Prince  Alfred  College,  Adelaide;  University,  Adelaide;  and  at  Oxford. 
From  1902-09  he  was  Rector  of  Jamestown,  and  from  1909-40,  of  Hind- 
marsh.  For  several  years  he  was  assistant  to  Dr.  A.  A.  Lendon  at  the 
Numismatic  collection  of  the  University  of  Adelaide,  and  has  held,  since 
1935,  the  position  of  Honorary  Numismatist  there.  Joining  the  Society 
on  foundation,  June,  1926,  he  was  appointed  Vice-President  in  December 
of  that  year,  and  has  remained  on  the  Council  from  that  time.  He  has  twice 
filled  the  position  of  President,  and  is  a foundation  member  of  The 
Association  of  Australian  Numismatists. 

A UNIQUE  HONOUR. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  facts  in  the  history  of  the  Society  is 
that  its  Presidential  chair  was  for  a term  occupied  by  a numismatiste. 
Miss  Sedley  Towler  was  one  of  the  outstanding  authorities  upon  numisma- 
tology in  Australia,  and  for  many  years  the  only  officially  engaged  numis- 
matist within  the  Commonwealth.

Associateship;  Country,  Interstate,  Overseas  (British)  and  Overseas 
(Foreign)  Associateships. 

OTHER  BODIES  IN  AUSTRALIA. 

In  July,  1939,  the  Association  of  Australian  Numismatists  was  founded 
in  Adelaide,  Melbourne  and  Sydney.  The  Society  early  indicated  its 
support,  and  became  the  first  Corporate  Member,  and  fifteen  members  be- 
come foundation  members  of  the  Federal  organization.  Contact  has  been 
maintained  between  the  Society  and  The  Australian  Numismatic  Society, 
The  Numismatic  Society  of  Victoria,  and  The  Numismatic  Society  of  New 
South  Wales.  By  the  means  of  members  common  to  one  or  more  organiza- 
tions outside  Australia,  the  Society  has  become  known  throughout  the 
Numismatic  world.

The  last  communication  I received  from  you  was  dated 
July  28th.,  1942;  and  which  r did  not  acknowledge  as  it  was  one 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  mine  of  April  7th.,  of  that  year. 

L write  this  time  on  a different  matter.  The  May  (1943) 
copy  of  'The  Numismatist"  has  just  arrived,  and  1 was  taken  vfith 
the  plea,  shall  I call  it,  of  Allan  Fargeon  ( ANA  5342  ) upon  the 
subject  of  ELECTROTYPES  of  coins * published  therein  under  the 
capton  TWO  COMMUNICATIONS  ( p.  37$/*  1 noticed  in  reading  Eargeon 

letter  that  he  mentions  a resolution  offered  by  your  Association  on 
the  subject. 

Without  concerning  myself  upon  the  history  of  how  the 
subject  came  up  for  discussion,  I would  like  to  say  how  much  a 
numismatist,  even  if  he  be  thousands  of  miles  away,  appreciates 
the  step  that  your  Association  has  taken  (.  or  is  taking  ) to 
prevent  the  practice  of  manufacturing  and  trading  of  electrotypes 
of  coins. 


I have  heard  of  Museums,  no  doubt  following  the  advice 
of  some  person  in  whom  they  have  every  confidence,  purchasing  large 
numbers  of  such  reproductions;  which,  fail  to  express  any  historical 
significance  in  themselves.  Their  value  is  no  more  than  of  a 
reference  nature,  and  as  such  should  be  used,  if  at  all,  by  the 
experts  and  not  exhibited  to  the  public  in  a kind  of  ' sorry  that 
we  have  not  the  real  thing  but  here  is  the  next  best  ' attitude  of 
mind.  If  the  production,  and  distribution  of  these  reproduction 
could  not  be  prevented,  the  next  best  thing  would  be  an  appeal  to 
the  vendors,  to  sell  only  to  public  bodies  and  museums  where  they 
should  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  Library.  How  can  the  production 
of  such  pieces  be  prevented;  other  than  a determination  on  the  part 
of  all  collectors  not  to  buy.  Cannot  their  slogan  be  ' If  I cannot 
get  an  original,  I certainly  will  not  take  a fake  '. 

If  you  care  to  forward  this  letter  on  to  Mr.  Fargeon,  I 
have  no  objection.  He  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  publicity  he 
has  given  the  subject,  by  the  publication  of  his  letter,

The  708th  meeting  of  the  R N A was  called  to  order  by  President 
Hutchinson  at  8:33  PM  with  eighteen  members  and  one  visitor  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  re^d  and  corrected. 

Items  from  the  correspondence  file  accumulated  since  the  last 
meeting  were  read. 

The  president  calle  for  reports  from  commit ties, and  Mr  Pittman 
reporting  for  the  program  committee .stated  that  the  program  for  the  year 
was  all  lined  up  with  two  exceptions. And  th  t in  addition  to  the 
regular  talks, Spot  talks  by  others  on  the  program  would  be  given 
about  some  unusual  coin  in  their  collection.  , 

Elston  moved  and  Place  seconded  that  the  bill  from  the  Rochester 
Mus*um  Association  be  paid. Passed  unanimously. 

Meinhart  moved  and  Bauer  seconded  that  we  accept  Poster's  report 
on  the  locks  and  accept  the  check  for  £44.10  £^<1  issue  a check 
for  *t;18.10.Pasred  unanimously. 

Mr  Bauer  brought  in  the  copies  of  the  Numism*tist  that  were  needed 
to  complete  our  file. 

Mr  Hutshinson  t tlked  at  some  length  on  the  Sibley  display. Sund-y 
moved  and  Sloan  seconded  that  we  continue  this  display. Passed  unanimousl 
MT  Hutchinson  directed  that  the  matter  of  insurance  be  tabled  for  now. 

Mr  Bloom  reported  on  a display  of  coins  in  the  Civic  Exhibits  Bldg. 

Mr  Bauer  gave  a report  on  his  forthcoming  sale. 

Cohen  moved  and  Kolb  seconded  that  MT  Bauer  be  authorized  to  act 
for  the  R N A at  the  annual  ANA  meeting. Passed  unanimously. 

Mr  Hutchinson  read  a letter  from  the  District  Secretary  for  the 
i.N.A.  in  Australia  regarding  electrotypes  of  coins. The  secretary 
w s instructed  to  answer  this  letter  «nd  to  write  to  the  Editor  of 
the  Numismatist  and  to  Mr  Fargeon. 

Report  of  the  Curator  on  medals  made  by  the  Society  of  Medallists  filed. 
Mr  Hutchinson  reported  on  the  $100.00  Bond  in  his  possession. 

Mr  Meinhart  reported  t*at  JSJr  Pittman  had  become  the  father  of  a son. 
Cohen  moved  ani  Sunday  seconded  that  we  continue  the  Meinhart  medal 
in  the  same  type  nd  color  as  the  Newell  medal. Passed  unanimously. 
Meeting  was  turned  over  to  Mr  Bloom  who  spoke  on  coins  and  med  ,1s 
relating  to  bridges , illustrated  by  Newell  slides. 

Kolb  moved  and  pittman  seconded  that  we  extend  a vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr  Bloom  for  his  interesting  talk.Passed  unanimously. 

Mr  Cohen  displayed  a D S C and  a Purple  Heart  Medal  u.nd  told  the 
conditions  under  which  they  wsse  given  to  the  men  in  service. 

Mr  Moore  exhibited  a medal  presented  to  |fim  by  the  Masonic  Blue  Lodge 
for  50  years  of  service. 

Mr  Judson  ected  as  auctioneer  and  £.36  was  realized  for  the  club. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  10:46P  M

Report  on  the  locks  purchased  to  protect  our  collection 

in  Museum  cases  and  their  disposition. 

Several  years  ago  a total  of  34  locks  were  purchased  for  use  on 
the  cases  housti^ing  our  collection  in  the  Museum  at  Edgerton  Park, 
the  cost  of  these  locks  was  $44.  10  or  1.30(approx. ) each. 

Recently  it  was  decided  to  dispose  of  some  of  these  locks  to  the 
Museum  for  what  we  paid  for  them  and  your  curator  was  given  the 
task  of  making  this  transaction. 

A natural  dividing  line  was  found  with  20  of  the  locks  on  one 
key  and  14  locks  on  three  other  keys  with  2 and  4 to  a key. 

The  20  locks  on  one  key  would  accomadate  all  of  the  Museum’s 
requirements  except  the  two  flat  top  cases  which  Dr.  Parker 
stated  were  to  he  dismantled.  Consequently  these  20  locks  were 
turned  over  to  Mr.  Praatz  of  the  Museum  together  with  the  keys. 

And  the  other  14  were  retained  by  the  Curator  for  the  club.  6 are 
now  in  use  on  the  exhibit  cases  in  the  meeting  room  to  protect 
our  limited  exhibit  and  library,  4 are  in  use  on  one  of  the  flat 
top  cases  in  Sibley's  Store  where  we  have  an  exhibit,  and  the 

other  4 are  held  in  our  locker  in  reserve  for  other  or  emergency 
use. 

This  seemed  to  the  curator  to  be  the  best  possible  arrangement 
as  the  Museum  would  have  their  own  locks  and  keys  and  we  would  have 
our  own  so  that  we  would  be  protected  from  each  other  and  our 
material  would  be  adequately  protected  with  a slight  reserve  to 
protect  exhibits  or  any  other  emergency  where  a few  locks  would  be 
needed. 

Through  a misunderstanding  the  Museum  made  out  their  invoice  for 
34  locks  at  $44.10  and  cause</a  draft  for  that  amount  to  be  sent  to 
us.  Inasmuch  as  the  curator  feels  that  we  cannot  safely  dispose  a $■ 
more  than  20  locks,  he  has  made  arrangements  for  our  treasurer  to 
deposit  this  draft  for  $44.10  and  make  draft  to  Municipal  Museum 
Commission  for$18.10  to  return  to  the  Museum  the  over  payment. 
JJilo1 eaves  $26.00  in  our  treasury  for  the  sale  of  20  locks  at 


It  is  hoped  by  the  curator  that  this  arrangement  and  handling 

of  the  locks  meets  the  approval  of  the  Association  and  also  that 
the  report  be  filed  with  our  records  in  case  any  future  misunder- 
standing arises.

Attached  is  Ik  list  of  medals  by  the  Society  of  Medallists  and 
a receipt  for  the  same  that  have  been  returned  to  the  Museum. 

These  medals  were  the  property  of  the  Museum  or  were  a permanent 
loan  under  their  custody  and  were  housed  in  one  of  our  cases  in 
The  coin  room  in  the  old  museum  at  Edgerton  Park  being  installed 
by  one  of  the  former  curator’s  and  when  the  present  curator 
transfered  the  collection  to  the  new  museum  the  were  packed  with  it. 

The  museum  requested  their  return  so  that  they  might  list  them 
and  bring  the  series  up  to  date. 

There  were  33  pieces  representing  19  medals  (Obversee  and  reverses 
were  separate  in  some  cases , and  two  complete  medals  to  show 
obversesand  reverse  also  some  single  medals. 

Mrs.  Schran’s  list  shows  the  19medals  but  indicates  34  pieces, 
there  is  undoubtly  an  error  in  the  listing  of  complete  medals 
or  2 listed  in  place  of  one.)  This  is  just  mentioned  because  it 
is  indicated.  It  has  no  particular  significance  or  importance  to 
the  R.  N.  A.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  president  Hutchinson  at  8:30  PM 
with  17  members  and  3 visitors  present. The  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  approved  as  read. Items  from  the  correspondence  file 
accumulated  since  the  last  meeting  were  read. The  Librarian  Or. Cady 
stated  that  it  would  cost  $4.50  to  have  a single  volume  of  the 
HumismatiBt  bound  or  $3.50  per  volume  if  there  were  10  or  more 
volumes. The  binding  to  be  in  leather. The  president  directed  Dr. Cady 
to  determine  the  cost  of  cloth  bindings. Dr  Cady  also  supplied  a list 
of  the  missing  copies  of  the  Numismatist  and  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  Mr .Bauer  regarding  these. 

Mr  Hutchinson  gave  a report  of  what  took  place  at  the  executive 
committee  meeting. 

Mr. Hutchinson  reported  on  the  locks  and  read  a letter  from  Dr  Parker. 
Mr  Hutohinson  reported  contacting  Mr  Bailey  of  the  Travellers  Ins. 
regarding  the  cost  of  insurance  on  the  display  in  Sibley's  and 
stated  that  for  $10.00  the  display  would  be  adeouately  .covered. 

Newell  moved  and  Cohen  seconded  that  we  take  out  the  necessary 
insurance. Passed  unanimously. 

Secret  ry  reported  that  the  Hobby  Council  would  like  the  R N A 
to  furnish  the  program  at  one  of  its  meetings  during  the  coming 
year. The  president  appointed  Mr  Pittman  to  arrange  this  program. 

Mr  Kolb  brought  with  him  the  Meinhart  medals  and  stated  that 

one  of  the  silver  medals  would  cost  about  ^5.23  and  for  that  reason 

he  doubted  whether  anyone  would  want*  to  order  one. 

Mr  .Elston  moved  and  place  seconded  that  the  bill  for  50  medals  in 
the  amount  of  $24.75  be  paid.  Passed  unanimously. 

The  president  directed  the  secretary  to  give  each  member  who  paid 
1942-1943  dues  a medal  and  turn  the  balance  over  to  the  curator. 

The  president  directe  the  secretary  to  ans?/er  Mrs  iWacks  letter. 

Mr  Bauer  reported  tfiat  the  A.N.  a .covention  was  a big  sucoess  and 
that  Mr  Pittman  and  Mr  Webb  from  Rochester  also  attended. 

Mr  Pittman  gave  a few  very  interesting  sidelights  on  the  convention 
and  stated  that  Mr  Bauer  was  given  the  honor  of  installing  the 
newly  elected  officers. 

Mr  Cohen  talked  about  an  exhibit  of  medals  and  badges  that. he 
brought  to  the  meeting. 

Mr  Hutwhinson  suggested  that  Mr  A. H. Plumb  give  us  a few  items  of 
history  of  the  club  at  future  meetings. 

The  Spot  talk  of  the  evening  was  given  by  the  president  who  told 
about  a 1907  U. 8. cent  given  out  at  the  Bxposition  when  he  was 
nine  years  old. This  was  the  first  coin  he  ever  collected. 

It  v/as  stated  that  the  Society  of  Medallists  is  sending  medals  to 
complete  the  set. 

Mr  Koll  gave  a very  interesting  talk  on  the  various  steps  taken  in 
making  a medal  and  illustrated  his  talk  with  Newell  slides. 

Eichorn  moved  and  Pittman  seconded  that  the  club  extend  a vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr  KolBk  for  his  talk.  Passed  unanimously. 

Mr  Newell,  acted  as  auctioneer  and  §(35  was  realized  for  the  club. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  11:00  PM.

Dear  Mr.  Hutchinson: 

In  conversation  with  you  and  Mr.  Foster,  I understand  that  inadvertently 
the  museum  purchased  some  locks  not  installed  in  any  cases  owned  by  the 
museum  and  that  you  are  making  a refund  covering  the  over  payment.  This  is 
acceptable  to  us. 

Concerning  the  proposal  to  display  coins  in  the  museum  and  install  them 
in  cases  which  will  carry  on  a continuing  story  of  numismatics,  I am 
entirely  agreeable  to  this  proposal  and  will  provide  as  many  cases  as  we 
possibly  can  under  the  circumstances.  It  believe  that  at  least  two  cases 
can  be  shown  in  the  library,  but  I find  that  the  large  case  has  been  ordered 
dismantled  and  will  not  be  available.  However,  some  of  the  smaller  and 
regular  cases,  formerly  used  for  the  display  of  coin  collections,  will  be 
at  your  service.  As  we  solve  our  installation  problem  and  can  adjust  our 
manpower  better  facilities  will  be  available. 

We  want  to  make  the  coin  exhibit  one  that  will  not  only  be  attractive  but 
a credit  to  the  Association  and  an  incentive  to  join  it.

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A History  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  ^ 

As  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  begins  its  32nd  year.it 
can  look  hack  with  pride  at  the  many  things  it  has  accomplished. 

The  R.N.A.  climaxed  31  years  of  activity  in  June  by  paying  tribute 
to  two  of  its  oldest  and  most  aotive  members  in  the  form  of 
Honorary  Life  Active  Memberships. George  J Bauer  and  Almond  H Plumb, 
both  actitre  in  the  association  since  its  formation  were  presented 
with  plaques  and  life  memberships  by  Dr  Arthur  C Parker  director 
of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences. Bauer .president  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  in  1933  and  former  president  of  the 
R.N.A.  has  received  recognition  as  one  of  the  worlds  leading 
authorities  on  Roman  and  Greek  coins. He  one  of  the  finest 

collections  in  the  oountry.  Plumb  a recognized  authority  on  the 
origin  and  variety  of  American  coins  is  also  a former  president  of 
the  R.N.A.  He  has  a record  of  missing  only  two  meetings  of  the 
association  in  31  years. 

On  the  evening  of  January  4 1912  the  following  fifteen  men  met  at 
the  Hotel  Rochester  to  organize  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association: 
Dr  G P French, H H Rowley, W H Amberg, F.E. Merritt ,W  J Ballard, F B King, 

L J Woolsey.A  H Plumb, M S Gillette, I B Bernstein, G J Bauer, H H Yawger 
J. T. Ailing, J Hooper, W J Reynolds.  Since  that  time  the  association 
has  met  710  times  and  today  three  of  the  men  who  attended  that  first 
meeting  are  still  active. They  are  G J Bauer, A H Plumb  and  I B Bernste 

The  R N A was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  and  diffusing 
knowledge  of  numismatics  and  to  promote  interest  andencourage 
co-operation. It  serve^  to  co-ordinate  the  efforts  of  those  interested 
collecting, those  interested  in  history  and  those  interested  in  the 
art  and  manufacture.lt  is  non-political  and  non-sectarian  and 
includes  in  its  membership,  people  from  all  walks  of  life. The  only 
reauirements  for  membership  are  an  honest  desire  to  promote  good 
fellowship  in  the  association  and  a genuine  interest  in  one  of 
the  many  branches  of  numismatics .The  meetings  are  held  on  the  first 
and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  (except  during  the  summer  months) 
and  visitors  are  always  welcome. 

This  organization  was  not  a year  old  when  it  brought  to  Rochester 
the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association. In  its 
first  year  it  also  began  a library  which  today  is  one  of  the  finest 
on  numismatic^®  Mr  H H Yawgor  was  the  first  librarian. The  first 
meetings  were  held  in  the  Hotel  Rochester  but  since  1919  they  have 
been  held  in  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  R N A is  one  of  the  oldest  Numismatic  Societies  in  the  United 
States  and  holds  the  #2  membership  in  the  A N A. It  is  also  a member 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  the  Rochester  Museum  Assoc- 
iation. It  is  represented  on  the  Rochester  Museum  Hobby  Council  and 
is  the  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  Of  Arts  and 
Sciences . 
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Bach  year  since  its  organization  the  R N A has  struck  an  Anniversary 
medal  containing  the  image  of  the  retiring  president .The  dies  are 
made  by  one  of  its  members  metallst  Alphonse  Kolb, artist  and 
sculptor.  The  medal  is  two  inches  in  diameter  and  is  struck  on 
bronze. Owing  to  the  shortage  of  bronze  at  this  time  the  last  two 
medals  have  heen  struck  on  plastic  but  will  be  replaced  with  the 
bronze  medal  when  the  present  war  is  over  and  this  metal  is  again 
available.

Complete  sets  ere  owned  by  many  of  the  members  and  there  is  a set  on 
display  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in  New  york  City. 

The  clubs  collection  includes  coins  of  all  ages  from  about  600  B C 
to  the  present  day. They  are  made  from  a xstiSSJfcxsi  variety  of 
materials  such  as ’.porcelain,  glass  .wood  and  the  metals.  They  range  in 
size  from  less  than  one-half  inch  in  diameter  to  the  large  rectangular 
plate  money  of  Sweden. The  club  also  has  a very  rare  collection  of 
Chinese  coins  which  are  now  being  identified  and  classified. 

The  meetings  of  the  ENA  are  always  interesting. Besides  the  regular 
business  there  are  brief  talks  by  members  and  others  on  some  phase 
of  numismatics .Several  of  the  members  have  tr&lvelled  abroad  and  are 
well  versed  in  the  coinage  of  Europe  and  Asia. Recently  most  of  these 
lectures  have  been  illustrated  with  slides  made  from  the  coins  in  the 
collections  of  members. These  slides  are  made  by  a new  impression 
process  which  brings  out  much  better  than  does  photography, the  fine 
detail  of  the  coin, even  to  scratches, engravers  initials  etc:  which 
are  of  particular  interest  to  numismatists. This  process  was  originated 
by  Floyd  B Newell, a former  president  of  the  R N A and  incidently  the 
the  only  person  to  ever  be  re-elected  to  the  office  of  president 
in  the  history  of  the  association. 

The  R N A welcomes  the  opportunity  to  give  illustrated  talks  to 
inter  sted  groups  in  Rochester  and  neighboring  towns  and  has  freouently 
used  the  radio  as  a means  of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  numismatics 
to  a greater  number  of  people. 

The  R N A is  looking  forward  to  greater  accomplishments  this  year 
under  the  leadership  of  its  new  president  William  M Hutchinson.
